Qioot of us seem insensible to the eum, 
ipon barbarities and iujustlee of tlie 
loclal condition, until the seareidiig 
pm of the jdiilauthroplst or the burn- 
words of the agitator rouse the con- 
ideDce In revolt agnlnst them. 

X rational thinker, when confronted 
by a new idea contradicting that which 
br has been accustomed to accept, will 
mUse that it must l>e baseil either on, 
(trll which he lias overlooked, or of 
wUi he may be ignorant, or- on a 
of reasoning with which. Ik; Is 
illiar. T.’ntll, therefore, lie hiia ex- 
_ il thoroughly, if he is an honest 
. linker, he will hold his Judgment in 
abeyance. The Juillclal tempenniieiit, 
however, is rare. Egotism and prejii- 
dire never stop to examine fairly tlie 
apposite point of view, but assume, 
rather, that there is none, and pass 
Judgment offlmiid. ' 

Vet one would supiaise that the siv 
dallst theory, advanced solely for the 
avowed purpose of securing Justice for 
the iKMir and a general betterment of 
our coiiditlou. would command impar¬ 
tial consideration at least, in order that

wise. It has met the common fate of

- &TOCiferously. Ignorance has apiiealeil 
iguonuKai, and pndtidlce to preju- 
P^S dlce. Misrepresentation, ridicule-and

1- ::% There is perhaps no statement mote 
V- l&rsistently reiterated and comnionly 
'iiarileved than that the lalwrers are to- 
''^®iy vastly better off than the.v ever 
^ffihave lH‘en. And from this the infer- 
- «nce Is drawn that labor really has no 
ft Just cause for complaint, but is actually 
“ getting Its fair share of the increased 
productivity which has resulted from 
the development of machinery. 

It would seem-ns If the worker s con¬ 
dition had Improved, not becaust?. l>ul 
in spite, of machinery. And it was this 
fact which led John Stuart .Mill to de- 
Clare that 'it is (luestionalile if all the 
mechanical Inventions yet made have 
lightened the day’s toll of any luiuian 
being.” Why this is so will be con¬ 
sidered further on. Enough for tlu> 
present that herein is the gist of the 
socialist Indictment of the capitalist 
eystem from the historical standpoint. 
Its manifest failure, with the vastly 
IncreaFisl powers of protluctlou which 
it controls, to t'lleet any proportionate 
Improvement in tlie ctiiiditlon of tlie 
workers. Clear evidence that some¬ 
thing is out of Joint, 

Is thei'e not something aniaziiig 
about such a state of affairs? It Is 
admitted that ever.v ablc-lMsIli'd iiiati 
la capable of priKltuiiig, by his work, 
value equivalent to subsisteiici'. at 
least. No one pretends that the ri‘- 
aources of this country are (‘xhausted. 
or have been outrun by popnliitlon. -Nor 
does anvone- clahu <hat there is sucli 
an abtuidanec for all that It is nniieces- 
sary for these men to work. Kor wc 
know well enough that, tinder presi-nt 
conditions, no matter how aiin li tie has 
grotlneed. stoppage of work to tlie 
Worker moans starvation. 

' Alongside this fact of the enforciKl 
idleneas of tlie men, eonslder tlie grow¬ 
ing employment In onr Industries of 
women and even children in tlielr 
plaei's. It is not for us to point the 
linger of scorn at tin* savage liecausi- 
he makes the squaws do the work! 

^ The census rcjiorts show that this evil 
hi growing steadily. And ns a direct 
result of It. a danger Is a'islng that 
thrmtens the ver.v life of oin Instltu- 
thms, depeiidiMl ns they are for their 
•Dccess upon the Intelligence of the 
people. ’ 

r Few Bwmi to be aware of the cliange 
In the character of socialist ie thought 
■ that has taken place during the last 
fifty years. 

Hie natur«> of the changit hits bwn 
wril deflneil ns a development from 
1^static to the dynamic. Tlie Soelal- 
"® proposwl by such men ns Owen 
■tkl Fourier was of n Utopian cast, and 
was eharncteristic of the metliods of 
•■•lOght in vogue lu-fore the diffusion 
"f the evobitlonary Ideas.

Senti- 
iiiemalism Is baiiislicd, and a founda¬ 
tion sought in hard, relentless laws, 
resulting necessarily from tlie physio¬ 
logical. psychological and sik-IuI consti¬ 
tution of man, and his physical envir- 

oninelit.Coldly, piissloulessty. 

laws regulating wages and value are 
developed, Avhlcli sliow tliiit in onr 
present economic society tlie povert.i 
of InlHirers and tlielr ridibery Ity euiii- 
tallsts are as inevitaliie facts as tlic 
motions of the planets. -Histories, liluc 
liooks, and statistical .iourinils uri- 
searched, and fni-ts arc piled on facts, 
inountain high, to sustain ever.v sejia- 
rate and individual tuopositiou. Mutlic- 
nmtieal deinonstriitloiis as logical as 
)iroblenis in Enelid take.tlie place of 
line periods, perorations, and n|ipeal.s 
to the Heit.v.' I’olitieal economy is not 
reJectiHl. Imt in its strictest and most 
ortliodox form iH'conies tlie very eor- 
! iierstotie of the, new suolal strn’ctnre. 
.... Englisli political e<.*om)niy Is d>“- 
veloped to its logical and consistent 
iMinclusion witli wonderful learning 
and skill.”—Ihrof. Ely. 

These are not Hie words of a Social¬ 
ist, and cannot, on that ai-eonni. lie 
acensed of partiality. It is Hie tesli- 
nioiiy of a enntiuns and independent 
tliinker. ’ 

To nmlerstand Socialism riglitly. a 
i-lear coniprehenslon of tlie nature of 
and reason for its criticism of property 
right.s is most necessary. 

(.'npitnlisni. as it exists today, is of 
comparativclj; recent date. In tlie mid¬ 
dle ages tlie tvorkers were, ns a rule, in 
IKissessluu individuiillj of the menus of 
production—the land and the tools. 
Each family, to a great extent, sup- 
jiliwl Its own mH‘ds: or exoliange was 
largely within Hie limits of the eoni- 
innnity. a niatler of mntnul services. 
Here. I lien, is a simple and ti;ue form of 
private projierl.v. It Is self-earned. 
There is iiidividnal ownership of the 
ineans of jirodnetioii. individual pro- 
dni'lion. and individual appropriation 
of the prialnct. But as a iirodnellve 
svsti'in. it was neees.saril.v meager in 
its results. 

As Hie advantages of eoinbiiiod ef¬ 
fort. willi division of lalKir. or co¬ 
operative prodnetion. came to be ap- 
preeinted. Hie older form liegan to he 
gradnally superseded. But wlien litis 
division of lalMir. Iiy rcKlncing produc¬ 
tion to a series of simiile operations, 
opened tlie way for me<-lianleiil inven¬ 
tion. a rapid transformation followed 
and inotlern enpitallsm was-soon in full 
sway. 

Tile means of jirmlnetion liad jiasseil 
from Hie hands of the workers to tin* 
capitalists. .Viid ns a result of tlie 
ciiange, things now sintid in this wise: 
Soclalizeil production, lint cnpitali.st 
ownersliip of tlie means of production, 
and caiiiralist appropriation of tlie 
priHluet. The owner of the means of 
priKlnetion. Ihongli no longer the pro- 
dnet-r. still appropriates the iiriHlnet, 
Mild tile cliaracter of the appropriation 
is fnmlnmeiitally changed. 

Tins is ll(e genesis of capitalist pri¬ 
vate property. Diice the result of one's 
iiidividnal efforts, under eapilnlism 
proi«-rty lias largei.v las-oine the ap¬ 
propriation of that wliloh is produced 
liy tlie lalMir of oHiers. It Is the rob- 
ber.v of the workers. Unn you wonder. 
Hieii. Hint when men talk gllbl.v of the 
sacred rights of property, meaning 
enidlaiist propert.v. tin* Socialist, know¬ 
ing wlience it Is deri 'sI refuses to 
Imiw down and worship? 

1’rotH‘rly. once selfsairned. now rests 
on the exploltalioii of the workers. 
.\iid ownersliip of tlie means of prtMliie- 
ftou is Hie key to.the situation; for to 
Hu- owner got-s tlie product. Tln-reli.v 
comes the power to rob: for to gain 
access to them the workers innst forego 
tlielr right to that which they produce. 

'I’hi.s, then. Is liow It stands. On tlie 
one liand, workers who must get access 
to the means of tirodncHon or starve: 
and access i-ossible only through ac¬ 
ceptance of a competitive wage. On 
the other, capitalist owners of the 
means of production forcetl hy ooni- 
IH'tltlon among thtmselves to buy Hu- 
labor offeretl at the lowest market 
prlct*. Si long, therefore, as this sys¬ 
tem re>r>alns unchanged, the robbt-ry 
of Hie workers Is its inevitable result. 
I’roduction mlglit bi‘ Increased ti any 
extent, with no advantage to them 
whatever! M'ho. then, are beneflteii? 
Plainly those who own and monopolize 
the means of production-the capital¬ 
ist class.

not nnlikel.T Hiat Hie lime will soon 
eoiiie wlien tin- Socialists will lieeoni.- 
Hie miisi powerful of Hie fractions of 
tile Iteieli.'tEg. Assuming llial an al¬ 
teration of the electoral law wonlil lie 
Jnstillable it is eviilenl that ilierc is not 
nineli time to lose, l-'or. once let tile 
Social HenniiTatic Parl.v gel tlie jire- 
ilomineiiee at wliieli it niins, uinl noHi- 
ilig sliorl of an open eou)) d'etat on tlie 
part of Hie I-'ciienil (loveriimeiit, elHier 
snpiHirleil or i.ol liy a portioij of tin- 
Beielistag. woulil ai-compllsli tin- con- 
sliliitioiial revition wliicli many deem 
to Is- desiralile and not ii few lo lie in- 
diK,M‘n.sal)le. 

Tin- recent el-elions liave. liowever. 
sliowii anotlier way of meeting Hie on- 
slaiiglit of Social Demoerac.v. and tlil.s 
is one of Hie nioit remarkable,features 
of tin- contest. It is tin- way of i-om- 
liiiialion .Never liefore did the ''imrtle.s 
of civil order" niiinifest so serious or 
so general a deiurmimitlon to prevent 
the tide of Socialism from spreading 
a‘-r<e:s Hie liixir of pnrllnuicnt. In Hie 
first liallots Hie most of the fractions 
eoiifronteil cacli other wltli geJiilne 
lir»iM»s of sneeess: it was only here and 
llieiv that ngnvnieiit was eome lo, out¬ 
side of the groups closely allied in pi ln- 
eiple and aim. lo fuse forces with a 
view lo rontiii.g the (Kniuiion enemy. 
But no siKiner were the first elections 
dts-idiHl than from thp headquarteis of 
ever.v part.v Hie iiijt^iicHoii was Isstn-il 
I lint wherever jsoi’ial Hemoi-ratle eandi- 
.dates wen- in the field, no effort should 
Im- spared to Inflict upon them crtishlng 
defeat. Mr. Berlin, tlie connsi-l of th-- 
t’onservatlves. I.ssued a formal apiieal 
to the rank and file to forget tlieir 
i-ousi-rvaHsm for the monrent, and to 
vote solidly for tlie Ralic-al candidates. 
The apiu-al was heeded, for hi two of 
Hie Metropolitan districts In which 
the.v were sneeessful Hie Biidleals 
would liave Iss-n overwhelmingly de¬ 
feated had not theix traditional ene¬ 
mies come lo Hieir rescue. ..... 
.\loiie amongst Hernmn.v's many par- 
Hi-s the Soolhllsls have fought the elec¬ 
tion bv their own unaided strength.

'I'lii- lessons wliicli Gladstone's life 
and tlionglit have for England and 
America at tills time was our themc 
in lliesi pages last moliHi. We 
poinieil out Hint Gludstouc was a lover 
of peace and a hater of war, that lie 
was tile great represeutativc of the 
liriiieiple of Inti-riiationul arl'itratJou. 
tliat he was an enrni-sl worker for the 
disarniameul of tlie European states, 
Hiat he was Hie great opposer in Ids 
linn- of the jingo spirit in England, 
that he was tin- niitiriiig deuoniicer of 
Hie new "imperial" policy of Eiiglund 
as a iiolicy wliicli pri.H,-i.s.-ly reverses 
the dictates of gixxl siutesniaiisliip. 
But wiiili- in- ileiionnci-tl "imperial¬ 
ism" as like tin- folly of the farmer 
wlio coverts more and more land when 
In- lias in-lHier capital nor skill to turn 
to aeconiit what be already lias; while 
In- deiiounci-d tin- deelanition of Lord 
Salislinry at the time of Hie seizure of 
Cyprn.s. tlnit it was always Ilic iiollgy 
of England whenever there was ii 
great war in Europe to seize a piece of 
territory at a imlut wliicli was the 
eldef center of interest in Hie war. us 
words "more like the statements of a 
IHilitieal liaiidit than the statements of 
a Itritisli minister;” and while lie pro- 
iniiineed the lust of territorial aggniii- 
dizenietit "tlie original sin of nations.''

We 
reinrii lo the sniiject hen- not for geii- 
eitil rea.-ioiis. lint for a particnlar .and 
spiH-itie reason. Wllii Gladstone's 
mi-nioralili- si-rvices for Greece. Ar¬ 
menia and Bulgaria we liave not now 
fanlier to do: Imt England and Amer- 
icti liave solemn oeeasloii to remeuibi-r 
iit lids lime Hiat it was in lM.-hnlf of 
Hie suffering politietil prisoiii-rs of 
Italy Unit Glailsloiie first made him- 
,st-lf eimspienims as a tiiimanitariaii 
siaiiMiian and a responsilile citizen of 
tin- world.

for we are witin-sslng at tills time a 
stall of Things in II ily .startlingly like 
Hial wldeli provoked tin- N'eaiiolitan 
I.i-iiers liiilf a eeiiinr.v ago. 


(Hiidsione's .Nealsditan Letters, inl- 
dfi-ssi-il III Hie Earl of .Vl»enl«-n. with 
wldeli tid Kngland and all l-hiroin- 
rang. were written in LSTH. Iioinestic 
ri-asims tiKik .Mr. Glailsiolie lo .Naples 
for a residenci- of several montlis in 
till- winter of l.s.'iti-.'il; Imt in Napli-s 
lie qniekl.v In-eann- aware of a state of 
tilings in iiolitieal ami imidic life 
wldeli made it impossllde for Idni to 
i-enillue Ids attention to Ids private af¬ 
fairs. Ill- found tliai large iinii<lK-rs 
of tin- citizens of Naplc.s. wlio had 
fornii-ii Hie opposition in Hie Chamber 
of Iiepiitles, bad liei-n exili-d or Ini- 
prisened liy King Ferdinand, and that 
iqiward of tweni.v Hioustind of Hiat 
moiinrch's snlijects were said to Imve 
bi-i-ii tlirown into |irison on a cliargi- 
of iMilitionl disiiffi-etloii. The condi¬ 
tions reiKirti-il to lilm were too mon¬ 
strous to lie tiellevi-il: imt lie made a 
earefnl investIgatloii. and found that 
Hie worst which was told him was 
true. He had treated its inon 
statement that nearly all those 
forimsl Hie opposition in the Chandler 
of Iie|>nties under the ennstitiiHon 
were In prison or exile: Imt a list in de¬ 
tail was given him wldeli showed that, 
out of one liimiiri-d and forty depu¬ 
ties. sovent.v-.six. an notnal majority of 
Hie representatives of Hie people, had 
lieen either arrested or’ had gone Into 
exile for the sake of e-scaplng prlsoir. 
In niter di-flanoe of the law of Naples, 
the government "watcln-d the ix.-ople, 
paid domiciliary vlt.lts, raiisaked 
iionses. 8<‘izcd p.-ipers and effects, and 
lore lip fliKirs at pirasure under pro- 
tenei- of sean-hing for arms, impri¬ 
soned men by Hie score, by the hun- 
dreil, by the Hionsaiid. without aii.v 
warrant whatev<-r, sometimes without 
even any written authority at all. or 
anything Iw-yond Hie word of a polict*- 
niaii. constantly without any sfite- 
inent whatever of the nature of the 
offense. Charges were faorlcatt-d to 
get rid of Inconvenient pi-rsons. Per¬ 
jury and forgery were resorted to In 
onler' to establish chargi-s. and the 


whole iiuKle of couducliiig/trlals was a 
I)nrlesi|ue of Jpstice.” lA-scrildug the 
dimgi-oiis. .Mr. tiladstom- said: “The 
prisiAs of Naple.s are another miuie 
for file extreme of filth aud horror. 1 
liave seen sonielhiug of tbeui, Imt not 
Hie worst. Tills 1 buve seen, my lord; 
Hie ofileiul iloctors not going to the 
sU-k prisoners, but the sick prisoners, 
men almost witli deutli on their faces, 
tidling upstairs to Hiem at that char¬ 
nel lionse of the Vleuriit, bt-cause tbe 
lower regions of sueli a palace of dark¬ 
ness are tis) foul aud loaHisome lo al¬ 
low It to lx- exix-cted that professional 
men sliould eouseul to earn bread liy 
eiiiering tliem." 

Gladstone entereil In detail into var- 
ons individual eases-that of Settem- 
brlnl, of I'ironto, formerly a Judge, of 
Hie Baron Port-art, of Carlp Poerto. 
Tills distingnislied patriot and orator 
was a refiiii-d aud accomplisbed man, 
of tin-’ lilgliest eliaraeler, yet he had 
lieen a^esteil and condemned for trea¬ 
son. "The eoiidemiiatlon of such a 
man for treason,’' wrote .Mr. Gladstone 
alter a eari-lnl exaiiiiiiutlou of ids ea.se, 
"Is a procet-ding Just as couformable 
to Hu- laws of truth. Jiisliee, deceut-y 
and fair pla.v njiil to Hu- eommon seiisi- 
of till- eomniniiit.v—in fact, just a.s 
great and gross an outrage on them 
all as Would lie a like eoiideuiiiation 
III this country of any of our best 
known inililie nu-ii—Lord .John Busst-11. 
or Ixird Lausdowne. or Sir James 
Gralniin, or .vonrself.” Poi-rio, whose 
name was one of the dearest to his 
.N<-a|>olitaii fellow eoniitrymeii. bad 
liei-ii irii-ti and condemned liy the most 
iiiiqnituns metIuHls. his sole accuser 
lu-iiig a worthless character; ami when 
at last he would liave been acquitted 
by a division of four to four of bis 
Jndgt-s. Navarro, who sat as a Judge 
wliile dlrei-tly eoiicerued in the charge 
against Hu- prisoner, prixurtxl liy dls 
ilnet iiitimidarioii the iiumher ui-ci's- 
sary for a sentence. Mr. Gladstone 
iiliiinlel.v deserilies the iiiliuiiianity of 
Hie imprisonment of Poerio and "six¬ 
teen of ills fellow sufferers in a close 
dnngi-oii. each prisoner bearing a 
weight of eliaiii amouuHug to thirty- 
two ponmls. thi-si- clialiis being uii- 
doiu: for no pnniose whatever; and 
I’oerio was t-oiideiiiiiixl after this lo 
still ^ harder cimdltlons.

Knowing that Brice is a shrewd and 
ohserving author, tliose familiar willi 
his “American Commoiiwealili" and 
"Impressioiis of .Africa" will he disjqi 
pointed that this hrilliaiit man should 
cause a shadow over his Iniellectmil in 
Icgrlty which must perforce alTeel 111 .- 
viilne’of those works whlcii have given 
liim Iiis celebril.v.

We may expect Brice to say in his iiexi 
articles, witli eqnnl logic, ilifit wliilc 
frcsli water will run down lilll. “it is 
otiicrwise with salt water." 

[He ilisapprovcH of charily .anil cites 
that tlie demoriiliKation of tlie poorer 
class of Itoiiie was developotl Iiy free 
distrlbiitlon of corn. “If he had liecii 
honest he would linve mentioned Hie 
fnet that tlie pei pie of Borne were de- 
moralizial liy ll.elr extreme iKiverty 
and that eliarlty was simply a conse¬ 
quence of Cwsar .s on one liand iiiiil 
slaver.v on the other; Hint in most other 
eases clinrlty lia» simply lieeii Hie sn- 
pcriln.v of lirigandnge and lias alwa.vs 
trnveli-d side by side with extreme and 
Tigoiiiziiig slnviT.y and Uemovalizing' 
wealth.”]

II. SOCIETY AS A SL'JLTECT OK STUDY. 

MOSOKOI.V. 

Society is not an orgaulsni. but an 
organization. Indeed, It Is the high¬ 
est stage of orgiuiizatlon of matter to 
1 m‘ met with in nature. Sociology is a 
iiatiiral scleiiee In the full nienuiiig of 
the term. Society is governed by the 
same laws which rule the rest of the 
Inorganic and organic world. The 
)iroper method of studying society 
consists in tlie aniilysls of the forces 
wliieh form and keep societies aliv^, 
till' eauses of tlie appearance and ae 
Hvily or soelal aggregittioiis of men. 
Before we begltj^hc annlysi.s of sfx-ial 
forces, liowever. we must cast a cur¬ 
sory glaucc at the prolialile stages of 
the development of society among 
primitive men. Tlie first stage eon- 
slsted iiroliahly in a grouping of men 
for tlie inirpose of a more suecessfnl 
aeqiliremeiit of food. In small nniii- 
liers. The second stage was Hie iisso- 
eiation of larger iiiiiiilhTS. in eonse- 
iliieiiee of a more rapid mnItiplieaUon 
of inaii. line to Ills Increased sagacity 
as a food proviiier. TTie establishment 
of Slime rude forms of government 
foniied till* third stage of soelal life. 
Triliil development can lie accepted ns 
Hie fonrlti stage of tlie association of 
man. eveiitnally rcsnltiiig in the union 
of irilics into nations and Hie union of 
nations into liigher aggregates of a cos¬ 
mopolitan eliaracter. 

Tills III lef liislorie review will gr.fllce 
III irive IIS an idea alHint some teiidoii- 
I'ies of Hie liiiiiinii animal as a grega- 
rioni IsMiig. I.et ns now s<*c w1iul are 
Hie social forei-s. of wliieh we imve 
spoken. Soeiet.v is an aggregation of 
Mian and we liave therefore to con¬ 
sider Hie forces of hnmiiii activit.v In 
parlieiihir in order to.iinderstiuid their 
general ainl loiiiplex mniiirestation in 
society. 'I'iie niiimiil world is governed 
liy two pi-iiiiary prineipl<-s. One is the 
.-elf-preservalioii of Hie iiidlvtdnnl tiud 
Hie otlier Hie iiropagatioii of Hie race. 
'I'liese principles are niiiuifested In cor- 
res|Hi|idiiig desires. These desires are 
natural forces, eompellliig their agents 
to porfonii eertalii acts leadTiig to eor- 
laiii results. The Iiiiiiinn animal makes 
no exception to Hiese primary princi¬ 
ples of organic life. 

ilniiger. thirst and cold are tlie most 
powerful sHmnhints to human activity. 
It is xvani of food, clotliliig and shelter 
that eoiiipels .men to work, to create 
iiidtisiries. to aecumuhite weallli, to 
|||•ol■lalm rights of property, to fix 
rules of cDiidnet. to found cities and 
estaldisli slates, to iiiangiiriile wars 
and arrange peace. The great differ- 
ei.ee lielweeii mail and Ihe lirute erea- 
tioii i-oiisisls not in tlie desire of tlie 
individual to live and reprodnee his 
kind. Inn rallier in tlie method of 
gratifying Hiese Idiiid lint strong de¬ 
sires. wliieli .'sliopeiihaner calls tlie' 
"will." In animals Hn- inelliod Is 
hniie foi'oe. forming a siraiglit line 1 k’- 
ixveeii 111 " pidiit of desire and the point 
id' gratilieatioii. In man tlie metiKMl is 
iiidireet .-ind along Hie line of least 
resisi.-mie. .Nature is prodigal in its 
iiietliods. iiia!i ecsnioiiiieal. Nature has 
c-ffii-ieiii causes. Imt no aims or pur¬ 
poses. .Man does evei-.vlliiiig with an 
aim or pnriiose in view. 

Wliy does Hie liiiiiiaii being employ 
iiidirei-i meiliods. while tlie rest of the 
living world employs direct ones? The 
answer Is found in Hie fact of tlie iie- 
eidiar spiritual mind of man. Noliody 
denies now tliat man is an .- 1111111111 , Inn 
Very niaii.v forget tlnit tie is immeiiselv 
more. Unit ids reasoning I'aciilty ele- 
vati's liiiii far aliox-o all Ihe rest of Hi,- 
living world. Tliis reasoning intelli- 
geiK-e in man eonsHtntes a powerful 
foree in linnian society. Men use Hielr 
iiilelleeis to ilielr own advantage. 
Tliey olisin-v,- and study iialiire in all 
its iiianifestaliolis and use Hie ac¬ 
quired knowledge for tlielr liraellcal 
purposes. 

The study of nature is seieiiee; Hi," 
a|i|)IIi'iitiuu of Hn- selences Is (-ailed arf. 
Tile primitive appifanecs of tin? savage 
of Itie Slone age for himling animals, 
his rude <-ave du-elliiig, Hie mantifa<-- 
Hire of skin <-loHiing. Hio discovery and 
prodiietiun of lire, all were the ri'siilts 
of some i-rude knowledge of the law-s 
of nntnre and an awkward attempt at 
applying it to Ihe needs of practical life. 
All the progress of the human riu-e 
was of necessity along tlu*.se lines of 
kiiowltalge. 

But there was another field of know-l¬ 
edge. till? Know-ledge of hnmnii nature 
itself. Inereiiscd lntelle<-t, dei-pened 
sympathy and refined flailing resulted 
not only In the perfection of food, shel¬ 
ter ami clothing, and In the develop- 
nu-nt of duty and jusH(-e and In ceo- 
nomical progress, but It (-rented the de¬ 
sire for fine arts, evolved the higher 
foeLigs of patriotism and the desire 
to serve humontty out of the purest 
motives of usefulness to the race. The 
knowledge of imture and men Is a 
means to these ends. Once we know 
w-hat must happen under certain con¬ 
ditions, we may either modify these 
conditions or take precautionary ueas- 
urea. Know-Iedgc enables men to artt- 
ficlall.v change their environment. All 
the cnltiire and civilization of tbe 
w-orld Is In this sense artificial—tbe re¬ 
sult of art, of applied science. It Is 
the Indirect methiMl of gratification. 
The return to nature advocated by Ros- 
seau would mean return to animalism. 


the degradation of man to tlie 
level. T'he artificiality of soelst^ UI 
not only not unnaturaL but .la In 
harmony with nature.

1 said some things about cleanliness 
It Cuba a minute ago. Do you know 
trtiat a moincutous matter that is? Do 
yon know that if we had had control 
over Cuba In the past that we would 
have been able to stamp out the 
teonrge of yellow fever? It’s a fact. 
The fever always starti d in Cuba, and 
•rose from tlie lack of a sewage sys¬ 
tem in Havana. Key West and otlier 
places, and ilic ignorance of the inhab¬ 
itants with regard to cleanliness. It Is 
Jnst Buch another case ns tiint of the 
origin of Asiatic cholera. I’erliaps you 
Hv do not know tliat this country sent a 
eommlssioii souk* years ago to Asia 
to discover where the cholera started. 

I have the story from tlie lips of a 
member of that commission. They 
found that the river Ganges, which is 
a sacred river to the ignorant natives, 
dried up at a certain season oI the 
’ year, leaving pools of stagnant water 
■ In the places where the river lied was 
' deeper than at other places. To these 
poola the natives made pilgi-iniages. 
They camped on the hanks Ity thou¬ 
sands and bathed In the dirty water, 

^ belleting that they were thus being 
^.deansed of their loathsome Ills. Now. 
tiers was no possible sanitation lii the 
etghborboods, so that the aecunnilnt- 
[Ing filth and the like from, the camps 
in or drained down into tiie already 
oUnteil water. Naturally iIk'sc jssi- 
Ftle had to pay for their igtioranee, and 
: outraged nature cursed them wlili epi¬ 
demics of cholera. Still worse, tlicy 
carried the disease to Innocent people, 
for thns tlie innocent have to suffer 
for the presence of ignorant-and guilty 
POnoDs among them. Now Hint we 
mil have something to say in Cuba wc 
on give orders to clean up. What has 
•U this to do with Socialism? You 
don’t see? Well, it lias a good deal to 
do with it. Socialism concerns itself 
with the good of society as opposed ta 
foe little narrow selfish Interests of 
foe Individual. Socialism is but an¬ 
other name for cleanliness. 01ennllne.-^B 
of mind as well as of body^ cleanliness 
; >n morals, so that our neighbors shall 
Wot suffer tor oiir vices' and misde- 
jjeowors. Cleanliness means Justice, 
therefore; and surely Socialism stands 
for Justice. If you are at all observ- 
•fot yon will notice that true Socialists 
•re always found advocating all mea-s- 
wtw tending to better society and to 
’•••e and ennoble Its people.

But to return to the subject of 
I" war. How many of tbose who went 
fo War went from romantic and ad- 
T^forons promptings, and how many 
. weeanae It appeared to be* a war for 
nnmanity? With a good many of , 
; I am afraid, it was, merely a big i 
a cotoe left their wives and ' 

t enudren at home to starve. ’There 
,was ■. chance to hunt for big game— 
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human beings. To have such a spirit 
stirred up among our people Is a ca¬ 
lamity, for you know what bap|>eti8 
when a people become cruel and disre¬ 
gardful of the rights of the less war¬ 
like. In countries where the death 
penalty Is administered for trivial of¬ 
fenses, as in China, for instance, the 
people have small regard for the 
sacredness of life. I have had a good 
chance to observe some of the veterans 
of the civil war, and nice men that 
many of them are, I can see that their 
war experience has made them almost 
partisan for war. They arc great 
leader-worshippers and want to see 
iwople shot down wlio do not resp<*ct 
our flag. It docs not octair to them 
that the way to have that flag respected 
Is to have It represent true justice, 
and not tlie sham sort tliat doiuiuatcs 
the administration of cuplmlist gov¬ 
ernment. You can lie sure that tlicse 
men are always for shooting wlicn la¬ 
bor rebellions occur, and 1 am afraid 
our l)oy soldiers will return from tlic 
war which is Just closing with too 
much of the same contempt for the 
lieople’s rights of protest against 
almscs. and too much worslilp of our 
unrepresentative government. We 
sliall l>e visited with spasms of flag 
woyshlii and glorification of lojidors 
until wc are disgusted. .\11 tliesi* 
things have a bearing on the. war 
question. I am afraid lalsir will lie 
dealt more harslily with than ever. 


One reason why I have not biH-n able 
to get my lM*arliigs wltli regard to the 
war was because the Socitillst iiapcrs 
were uot a unit In the matter. One 
was opposed to it. partly because It 
was being usetl to feather tlic iicsts 
of contractors and partly liccatisc the 
real people in tlic quarrel weren’t 
stuHiting at each other. Another 
charged that the war was Inspired liy 
tlie lowest motives of capitalism. It 
lield that 11 m> war was delllierately 
brought alHiiit h.v tlie ruling class of 
c.xploltcrs. wlio found it a safe way 
to diminish the cmliarrasing tiorde of 
distressed out-of-work, at lioim-. 
wlille beating the drum patriotic. T1 e 
exploiters regardt-d war as a very 
scrvlccalilc safety valve. More titan 
this, the I’eoplc was opposed to the 
wiping out of Spanish rule In Cuba be¬ 
cause it brouglit more territory Into 
the capitalist area and thus made the 
Socialization of capitalist territory a 
more extensive job. Tlic Da'.y Vor- 
wacrts of Jlilwaukcc took a different 
view. It regarded It as an advantage 
to the movement to have Cuba ad- 
vniiccd to the ciipllallstlc stage of de¬ 
velopment, Ijcllevlng that every gain 
for civilization was a gain toward So¬ 
cialism. Blatchford iii his Clarion 
said: "I don't licllcvc that this war 
was made wltli mercenary motives; 
Perhaps the kinlcss dollar-hunter will 
try to profit b.v the bravery and sacri¬ 
fice of his or any other country, but 
America liad not dollars in hiT ''liiid 
when she reluctanily drew the sword." 
So you set* they don't agree at all, and 
there is excuse for my peridcxity. I 
am fn>c to confess tliat I do not know 
which is the heitcr—to have our sol- 
dk-r Imys sliootiiig down licnighled 
Spaniards in Ciiha, or shooting down 
defenseless workingmen at home. 
Take your cliolee!—The Phllo.sopher.

To the last two questions you 
will answer. No. We hear it alleged 
that the hungry and destitute arc so 
in most cases because they won’t go to 
work: that there is plenty of work if 
they will only si'ck It. 

"Se<‘kers after employment have lie- 
come so common that business men, 
continually hesccohetl for employment, 
turn many applicants away dally, and 
In many Instances the applicant Is 
treated rudely for presuming to annoy 
Inisy men with their presence. And 
yet you say there Is plenty of work. 
The conditions prevailing In Nashville 
falrlv represent the general conditions 
all over the country. We will agree 
with vou that there Is plenty of work 
(and long and Increasing hours) for 
those bolding jobs. With more work¬ 
ers than there are Jobs the Inevitable 
result will be a general decline' in 
wages, as there is no possibility of the 
surplus labor being taken off the mar¬ 
ket and engaged In new Industries. So 
you see that your thoughtless assertion 
that there is p’enty of work for all falls 
to the ground.”

Continued from flriiC p»ui.. | 
nous and uo It'ss oxtonslvo than those 
of IKil. .‘11x1 tliej- call Uo less for a 
t ilatlsioiie with his solenm coiuleiuim- 
lioii ainl appeal to the conscience of 
Anierlcu aiul Knf;hind and hnniaulty. 
There lies hefore us as we write a 
prlvali- letter to a friend from the 
\vidow—herself an American and now 
in America—of the Italian rei»nl)licnn 
Jonrnalisi Dario I’apa, the woman 
whose riK-cni .articles in the North 
American Itevh'w and the New York 
Sun on "Ilnnscr and Poverty In Italy' 
and "Italy Uliic for Itevolt,” are sneh 
harrowing rvadlrtl:. ph>ndln;; for assist¬ 
ance for the families of somi' of the 
worl.iinr men thrown into prison for 
eoniaclion with the late Italian dis- 
tnrhanees. I’or the members of Par¬ 
liament. three of whotn she names, she 
lilies not write. lhi)U;;h she testltles to 
their lieiiif; lioniiralde men wron;;full.v 
iniprisomsl—for "they are men of 
ineiins anil will lie 'eleeled out’ for 
Parliament; lint llie wofkins men, ar¬ 
rested as Socialists inid repiildiciuis, 
will remain for .vears, and their fami¬ 
lies deprivisl of support, are in great 
niH'd." "it lianlly impresses one in 
free Aiiierini,” site write.s. “to hear 
tliiit tliere are two tliousnnd people in 
prison in Milan alone—Itai.v is so far 
away and it is so lianl to realize wliat 
eonlinement in liorrilile Italian pri¬ 
sons means: lint after wliat 1 have 
seen in Iltily. 1 am liorritli'il at the 
aeconnts of eonrt-martial trials how 
taking place, in wlileli innocent jMsipie 
are condenimHl to from one to twenty 
years of imprisonment. .Vll my friends 
tliere are either in prison or have 
liiH*u eomiH-lled to leave all and escape 
into Switzerland thiingh guilty of 
nothing worse tlian liaviug a political 
opinion, the opinion that seventy mil¬ 
lions of ns liere in Amerini liave. that 
a repulilic is lietter tlian a inou- 
iiri'hj," 

We liiiiM. that lids eultlvated Wom¬ 
an's pnlilished articles, to which we 
refer, will make the lni|iressliiu iiml 
r.M’eive tlie attention wliich tlie.v ought, 
"it is tile ec-onomlcal eonditiou of 
Italy." slie sn.vs, “which has lirouglit 
aliiiiit the present pnlitical situation 
there. Tlie eliimiir for liread was the 
cause of the uprising ^•alled 'bread 
riots,' lint tl'c risvnt revolt was 
lirouglit'on liy the government, wliich. 
tlinnigli mere fear of revolution, 
tiirni-il tile troops against its nnarme.l 
citizens. Tlie rwisous for revolt were 
very strong and have long existisl. 
wltli eonseiiuent agitation against the 
govi rnment. To ipiell tliis agitation 
effeetiially the government has found 
the means, and tlie iM'easion was made 
an e.xeuse for entirely suppressing tlie 
opposition in tile press and in Parlla- 
menl. 'I'lie eonditlnn of Italy has not 
liis'ti known aliroad. lieetnise of tlie 
strict eensorshlp of the pri“S.s and the 
lelegiaph. The truth could not be 
told in Italy. All moullis tliat could 
not lie stojipeil li.v corrniition or in 
Slime iiiln-r way were sllenei-d ii.v Ini- 
prisnnmeut or liauisliment to regions 
wliere tliey would not lie lietml from. 
'I'lie few wlici told tlie tnitli aliroad 
were not iH-lleved. for the truth was 
too terrilile to In? helleveil easily, and 
it seemed tliat if siicli a state of affairs 
exlstisl it would already have lieen 
known.” 

Her picture of the condition of tlie 
piHir In Italy is heart-nuidlug. 
"Kaeli year a hundrisl tliniisand pi-ople 
go mad from liunger In Italy. This is 
iiecording to ofticial statistics, and docs 
not Include the thousands in a half de- 
nienteil state from lack of nourish¬ 
ment. There are Iniiidretls of thoti- 
Hiimis wild never liave epongli to eat. 
Tlie Spaiiisli-Amerleaii coiiUlct may 
iave aggravated tlie conditions, for 
the incn'ase of a eentesimo, the fifth of 
a cent, on a pound of coni meal is felt. 
There are •l.iiti.T cantons where the use 
of meat is unknown, except in monied 
families, and there are 1,700 where 
food made of Hour or grain is rarely 
eaten except on holidays ot in eases of 
slekin's^. In some part.s '• roots and 
aeonis are largely used.’’ 

Df thp "lireiMl riots" she says that 
starving iieoplh go to tlie town liall 
asking ‘for lirend, supposing in their 
ignorance that the municipal authori¬ 
ties can provide It. When such crowds 
liave grown large and portentous, the 
soldiers frctiuently of late years liave 
fired upon them. In Milan, which is 
the first commercial city of Italy, and 
lia.s been republican at heart slnct' the 
war of independence, bodies of peace 
aide citlsens, outraged at the severe 
proceedings of this kind In M-ay, went 
unarmed to make a demonstration of 
sympathy tvith the hungry or against 
the government; and the frightful 


massacres began, which led to the vlo 
lent revolt on the part of the univer¬ 
sity students and so many hundreds of 
wrathful and radical men and to the 
grini Socialist and republican demon- 
stmtiou. This was after our atten¬ 
tion in America Iiad become almost 
entirely mortgaged by the war, and it 
was luipossilile for our newspapers to 
tell us ns much aliuut these Italian 
riots ns they would have done at an¬ 
other time. It is in turuing the files 
of a great I.oudiin newspaper like the 
(.'hrciilcle. friiiii the lotli to the IJOth of 
May. with its columns of full des¬ 
patches from Italy, tliat we realize 
tlie extent and slguifleaiice of this up¬ 
rising. wliich overspread Italy all the 
way from Naples to Milan. In Milan 
alone many liundrcil men were killed, 
seme estimates reaching ns lilgli ns 
one tliunsaiid. “.No. one can estimate 
tlie numlier of the ilAid and wounded.’' 
wrlti-s tile Chronicle's e(>rri>s])oiid(!iit, 
May 12; "the former are Immiiliatcly 
carried off to the eemeterles, and the 
liospitals are so full that tlie wuuiidisl 
liave to Im' cared for In tlie schools, 
wliicli ari* closed for i‘du(-ntioiial jiiir- 
poses.” It l!\ said that two thousand 
were tliriiwii Inio iirison. to lie triisi for 
liigli treason—SiK'ialist deputies, re- 
puhliean editors, seerelaries of trade 
uiiiiis. niiinks. jirofessors. students, and 
all .sorts ami eiiuililiiuis of men. The 
Italian correspoiidmit of the (Uiroiiicle, 
on Ma.v IS. sends lliesp statistics of 
till- iicrsoiis arrested and iiiiiuisoucd 
at Milan: “Ten percent. Include nicm- 
iH'rs of tile lilieral prirfessiolis, di«-tors. 
lawyers, engineers and Journalists; ik) 
per c( lit. are workingmen; 27 in-r cent, 
are criminals and vagiilionds; and 1 
per l ent, are peasants." .Many lilieral 
pa|»'rs liilve lieeii suppressed, ami 
traile unions, repuldicans societies and 
workmen's clnhs have lieen dissolved, 
and llielr tnsiks, leliers and papers 
■secpiestiTisI liy tile |«diee. Tlie univer¬ 
sities of I’avia. Naides. Itologna and 
Itome were closed liy tile goveniliiellt 
for several days. Iiei-aiise tlie students 
were proiiosing to hold ilemonst rat ions 
in lionor of tlie ineiiiory of young 
Mussi. II I’aviii student and the son of 
a deputy to tlie Italiiiii Parliameiit. 
will) was killed in tlie riots. For a. 
iioleworlliy fact to wliich an Italian 
writer to tlie Clironiele calls nticiitlou 
is till' fact tliat tlie following of llie 
radical agitators and leaders is mainly 
rccriiited "not from tlie siniiis. Inn 
from tlie universities. An eiiormons 
liroportion of Italian students." he 
sa.vs. "are Soeialists; moriHiver. ii is 
llie best, intellectnally and morull.v 
will) are SiK-iali.sts. or ’ sympatliellc 
wltli tile Socialist i-an.se. One of the 
most ominous signs of the doom of 
tlie pre.seiit system is its incapacity to 
attract the support of the new geiiem- 
llon." 'J'lie universities are tlie very 
renter of llie new iiioveiiieiit. Tlie 
most proiiiineiii in llie group of tlusi- 
risls Is I’rofessor Kiirieo Kerri, wlio.se 
name is known throughout the scieu- 
tilir world, wlio Indore the govern¬ 
ment snspeiidisl him was professor of 
erimliial law at ilie lilstorie nniversiiy 
of I’isa. and wlio lir.s lieen jierliaps the 
most liriiliaiit orator in the Italian I*ar- 
liameiit. Kilipiio Tnratl. tlie editor of 
the Griliea Smlale. son of a high gov- 
eriiiiieiit ottielal. is an even slianier 
and more foreltde erillr of tlie "coin- 
plex of ilieapaeity and wickedness 
wlileli Is rotting tlie Tuliiig cla.sses of 
Italy;” and tlie list of scholars, of 
profi ssors. eeoiioniisis and jurists who 
support and eoiurilinle to ’rnrati's 
review—iiieindliig names, among those 
known to .Vmerieatis. like I.omliroso 
and De .Imisels—Is a most signilleaiit 
one. representing imhsMi "llie Hower 
of Italian intelleetiial arlsIiH-racy.” 
“'nie government.’’ says tlie Chroui’ele 
writer, "eaiinot eomit on the moral 
support of any large and .'niportaiit 
I’lass; tile swds of diseoutent are .sown 
in ah classes, and thnse who are not 
actively iliscoiiteiiteil are aiiathetieally 
ilidin'erent. Tlie onl.v sniijairt of tlie 
government so far is llie army. Tliis, 
lioVever. is mainly recriiitisl from llie 
very classes now In revolt, and the 
nnmlieriof young otfieers in the anny 
who hold Socialist opinions is a large 
tine.

friKslom; arid It luietls no Gladstone to 
[iroi'liesy what must surely and speed¬ 
ily follow in Itiily, when things have 
come to tlie pa.ss which we now wit¬ 
ness, unless the ruling powers of Italy 
heed ids wnruliig and the thunderous 
warning of history—and they will not 
lieetl It.
